Bob, 

Thanks for saying up front you do not have any experience with the Gap 
Titan. I do, I own one, and have helped others put up several Gap models. 
They work. 


Those guys who presented at Dayton were found by Force 12 (I believe it 
was), to be working for a certain antenna company who is called the Granite 
Antenna Co. by Kurt Sterba as I recall. Anyway, they had a slanted view 
shall we say? Didn't they have great things to say about Cushcraft? I had 
a friend who replaced his R7 with a Titan after a couple of wind storms 
carried away parts of his 7, and the flimsy base set screw mounting 
arrangement kept coming off his mast. We actually modified it to a U bolt 
mount the original mount was so unreliable. 


The Gap (and others) marketing aside, the antenna principle is quite sound, 
and these are widely used in South America for MF broadcasting as the class 


of antennas known as "Asymmetric Vertical Dipoles" IEEE publications on 
antennas had a good paper on them, and their increased signal over quarter 
wave conventional monopoles common in MF broadcasting in USA, and many other 
places. Gap uses the time honored stub linear decoupler to shorten the 
antenna for the higher bands in place of lossy traps. If you want some 
snake oil claims how about the vertical maker who has prominent open wire 
coils and fixed ceramic caps in his vertical and says it is not a ‘trap’. 
Also, see his obviously derogatory "Dirty Little Secrets" pamphlet. 
Butternut and others have all, shall we say, been verbose. 


But the answer is in the performance. My Titan has triple walled base 
section tubing that helped it survive outflow winds from a tornado that took 
trees on either side of my lot. It later survived another straight line 
winds storm that snapped shorter trees in the same yard, and a double tree 
twice its height just in the side yard from it. It came out without any 
damage. 


The DX it pulls in at 50 watts or QRP is consistent. Now, a vertical 
normally does not work well in state, or short skip, but I have had my share 
of that with the Titan. It is used to check into the Texas statewide 80m 
ARES net, and state Civil Defense nets. It regularly relays for the 
Hurricane nets, when the Caribbean is skipping over the East Coast and they 
wish to get a message to East Coast NCS. 


I did add nylon guys to mine, since we have so many wind storms. It moves 
around in the wind at its top, but stays up, which is all I ask of any 
antenna. 


Vertical dipoles are great antennas, and Force 12 now has a triband one 
also. Theirs are near full size, which of course is a problem below 20m. 
However, if one was skilled with metal, I think a tubing and wire multiband 
vertical full size dipole for each band 40 and up could be home built with 
excellent DX properties. 


Also, the Gap elevated feed has the coax feeder coming sleeved inside lower 
dipole section. This imparts an added benefit of suppressing the noise 
picked up by many quarter wave verticals feedlines. The noise which is 
vertically polarized, is choked off by the shielding provided by the element 
around the coax. McCoy first noticed this in his review of the predecessor 
to the Titan, but it was the same feed arrangement, and one of the things I 
noticed on my Titan over my Hy Gain vertical at the same elevation. 


I also had good service from Gap, when UPS shipping damaged my package of 
Gap components and in fact UPS lost a bag of hardware, and taped up the box 
and delivered it without telling me they had damaged it. When I did an 
inventory of the parts, I came up short. Gap had me file a claim with UPS, 
and promptly sent the missing parts at no charge. They have discounts at 
ham shows, so at Dayton you might get some off the list price. They will 


drop ship to your home, so that is not a problem, you do not have to carry a 
25 foot vertical on the plane! Of course, for shipping it breaks down into 
about a 10 foot box.

I'm pleased to announce the availability of a Linux based CW Trainer 
w/GUI. I was inspired by Ray Goff's, G4FON's generosity in providing me 
with the source code to his Koch CW Trainer. 


I took a function of Rays (with permission of course) as well as some of 
his design and created a Linux based CW trainer. 


This trainer does not restrict you to using the Koch or Farnsworth 
method rather it supports both. It also allows you to read in any text 
file and play it back as CW. You can adjust both the Character Speed and 
the Character Spacing on the fly. 


Version 0.01 is very rough. It works, it compiles clean, but if you look 
inside it's pretty loose. I wrote it over two or three nights in my 
copious spare time. However I felt it important to get some easily 
usable CW software for Linux out there. Oh yeah, the timing isn't 
exactly perfect - but it's close. I ran a few trial versions 

past Karl, K5DI and he reports that it works on his system. Karl also 
gave me quite a few suggestions for the future of the program. 


To compile the program you will need the QT development libraries. I use 
v2.3.1 - other version may or may not work. I've also posted a 
dynamically linked binary so those with just the QT runtime libraries 
can run the program. Do download the source distribution though to get 
the doc files. You will also need a linux system with /dev/dsp sound 
support. 


Again, this is a rough cut. I will be working on a better internal 
design as well as adding features over the coming months.

It usually doesn't and that may be the source of problems, because the 
battery will know what charger is on the other end ;-) With different 


battery types you will have a different terminal voltages along the 
charge/discharge curve. If you have, say NiCads with lower voltages 
connected to a lead acid charger expecting higher voltages there is a chance 
that too much current will flow for too long. This could result in anything 
from loss of capacity to split seams in the case. Reverse the example and 
the lead acids will perhaps never charge above 40%.

All parts were accounted for and board contruction was 
straightforward. 
while the instructions weren't totally step by step there should be no 
problem 


if you read the paperwork first. Believe me, if I could do it..... 
The only nits I had at all were getting the two linecords/grommets 
installed-simply 
a matter of squeezing it right with long nose pliers. Also the stayloc 
connectors that 
go on the on/off switch were too tight-had to loosen them ever so 
slightly with a small screwdriver. The rubber feet were too small-big 
deal. 

You can build this model for 50Qma or 1 amp output by adding or 
leaving out 
one .5 ohm resistor. I added a toggle switch on front panel so I could 
do either. 


I used the 500ma (as recommended) for my 3 ah SLA's which I use for my 
hw-8 and ohr explorer II(built by Chuck Adams); and the 1 amp position

I would think it would work just fine. Those are all "sealed" batteries 

I use a Lester model 17030 battery charger for 24 volt (series string of 6V 
or 12V batteries) deep-cycle batteries. It is used for many medium capacity 
applications like golf carts, wheel chairs, and mobility aids. It has a 
switch on the front for 'Wet" batteries, and "Gell" batteries. The voltage 
setting for the "wet" battery is about 0.2 to 0.3 volts higher. I happen to 
have had a side business building electric golf carts. 

The manual says the setting for wet (replaceable electrolyte) batteries is 
set at 2.5 volts per cell, where the "sealed/gel " setting is 2.37 volts per 
cell. This is to slightly reduce the chance of overcharging the sealed/gel 
battery and causing excessive pressure due to gassing, which is a common 
function of charging wet batteries when near the end of the charging cycle.

One of the easiest automatic gel-cell chargers I have seen was in the July 
1989 Sky and Telescope. It charges the battery at constant current until a 
full charge is reached, then switches to a constant voltage for trickle 
charging and maintenance. 


It is easy to build from parts found at your Radio Shack, and is effective. 
Your junk box probably has lots of the parts you need. It can be scaled for 
any size battery, within reason of course.

On the subject of right angle corners, etc. in a ground conductor, it is essential 
to 
avoid them if your goal is lightning protection. 


It doesn't really have much to do with the mass of an electron -- it has 
everything to 

do with the incredibly short, steep rise time of a lightning discharge, either 
direct or 

induced. Looking at transient theory, the incredible rise time means that to 
contain 

and ground the pulse, one must avoid anything that will increase the inductance of 
the ground conductor. A sharp right angle corner will present enough of a series 
reactance lump to the wavefront that it may well decide to jump to a nearby 
conductor will give it a straighter path to earth rather than negotiate that 
corner. 


When that happens it usually involves jumping to a conductor that you will NOT 
want to be involved in the grounding path.

Hi there, 


I was just experimenting with a hamstick 10 meter antenna and a 1/4 wave 
counterpoise. I always thought one could simply drape the counterpoise 
on the ground, but I found that I had to elevate the full length of the 
counterpoise at about 20" to get a perfect SWR. When I drape it on the 
ground I can only get the SWR down to an acceptable value with the 
tuner. 


I'm doing all this indoors and I have a concrete floor which I suspect 
is interfering with my experiment. The goal is to have a simple antenna 
system that I can use with a HTX-10 powered by a gel cell to use ina 
park or on the beach. Am I wrong that you can drape a insulated 
counterpoise on the ground?

one amp. GPSRs by comparison have current draws 
of maybe 80 to 160ma. This is still above 

the 10ma (or so) current draw of the specification 
(2800mah at 10ma is typical for AA alkalines) 
but still within ratings of the alkalines. 

At about 120ma, AA Alkalines will give 

about 1800mah. Thus, the ENERGY CAPACITY 

of a particular battery can vary dramatically 
depending on the rate current is drawn from it." 


Joe M.: "Where does the "missing" energy go? 
Into heating the battery. 

Some capacity loss can result from 
undesirable chemical processes 

if the battery gets too hot." 


Joe M.: "I have a Kodak DC-240 camera 
that simply will not operate on alkalines. 
It requires NiCad or NiMH AA cells 

due to the high current." 


[I received a DC-240 camera as a 
Surprise gift a couple of years ago. 
The only batteries I had with me 
were Ray-O-Vac rechargeable alkalines AAs, 
freshly charged. Barf! I thought the 
camera was busted. _Later_ I learned 
about digital camera big peak currents 
and the extreme lack of peak current capacity 
of the rechargeable. w2iol] 


Joe M.: "So.. When you take numbers 

(like NiMH lasts 4 times longer than Alkalines) 
You must state your application parameter 

(in this case, current draw in a camera 
application) or some one thinking about "GPS 
applications" will not understand."
